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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments about the viscosity ranges 
may have been valid if the cited prior art disclosed a range which touches, overlaps or is within the claimed. In this case, the claimed 
range is clearly within the prior art range, and not overlapping. Applicant's arguments about overlapping ranges are not apposite. 
This is similar to a claimed species within a broader genus taught by the prior art. Not only does the cited prior art teach the claimed 
composition with all limitations met, even the claimed viscosity range falls within the range disclosed by the prior art.
